Ramsey Macdonald, the well known British la- 
horite, ina recent article in The Nation, in comment- 
ing on the 15 cruiser bill now before the senate. 
eaid that the execution of the American cruser pro- 
gram “will be a great blow to the nation from which | 
the Kellogg pact orig nated.” In an editorial headed | 
“Reminding Mr. MacDonald,’ the New ‘ork 
World very sensibly calls attention to a few facts 
which ought to be remembered in the ¢onsideration of 
our cruiser program. ‘The World points out tha: 
when Mr. MacDonald took office in 1924 with the 
labor government he found a paper program calling 
for the construction of eight of the new super-crusers 
to which our pacifists now object in the American 
naval program. At thac time the American govern- 
ment had no cruiser-program and Mr. MacDonald laid | 
down five of these new crussers for the British navy. ! 
Mr. Macdonald ought to know therefore something 
about how this cruiser building started. Continuing, | 


the World declares: | 


“Commentiig upon this momeniuous decision, 4
